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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This is a Response to the Restriction Requirement mailed October 26, 
2004. The Examiner has required restriction to one of the inventions in Group I, 
claims 1-18, drawn to an apparatus and a method of a multifunction antenna with 
a printed circuit board as depicted in figures 15 and 16, and Group n, claims 19 
and 20, drawn to a method for fabricating a multifunction antenna with two PCBs 
as shown in figures 18 and 19. Applicant hereby elects Group I, claims 1-18, 
figures 15 and 16, with traverse. Reconsideration and withdrawal of this 
restriction requirement is respectfully requested. 
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It appears that the Examiner has required restriction because the 
inventions of Group I and n are separate species. Applicant submits that the 
inventions of Group I and Group n are related as defined in MPEP 806.04(b). 
Applicant further submits that in order for a restriction to be proper for related 
inventions, the Examiner must show one of a separate classification, a separate 
status in the art when the inventions are classifiable together or a different field of 
search, see MPEP 808.02. Applicant respectfully submits that the Examiner has 
not identified the classification area of the inventions of Group I and Group Et, or 
provided an argument that the inventions of Group I and Group n have a 
separate status in the art. Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that none of 
these criteria has been met and that the Restriction Requirement is not proper, 
and should be withdrawn.
